Finance. 

Dr. F. C. S. Saunders, promoter of the 
big sanitarium project for which the 
Blumer property was recently purchased, 
turns out to be devoid of business 
sense, or else a rank scoundrel. He has 
been arrested and put under $10,000 
bonds pending the investigation of the 
charges against him. 

The charges against him are those of 
forgery and of uttering a check on a 
bank where he had no deposits, By a 
series of cleverly manipulated moves 
he managed to separate various persons 
from a total of $1,531, so far as known.

An Ordinance of the Board of 
Trustees of the city of Sierra 
Madre regulating the keeping 
of live stock and domestic ani¬ 
mals in said city of Sierra 
Madre. 

The Board of Trustees of the city of 
Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

That it shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation, within 
the district hereinafter defined, to keep 
more than three domestic animals, ex¬ 
clusive of dogs, cats or poultry, on any 
one lot or subdivision of land less than 
50 feet front by 150 feet depth, nor shall 
any such animal or animals be kept 
within 30 feet of any dwelling house, 
hotel, store, or other building kept or 
used as a place of residence or business 
by any person whomsoever.

county. Judge Smith passed away at 
i El Reposo Sanitorium, Sierra Madre 
last Saturday. He came to the foothills 
two weeks previous to his death, for 
much needed rert. Though ill, he had 
occupied his place on the bench up to 
the day before he left Los Angeles. His 
death, which was immediately due to 
bronchial pneumonia, was wholly un¬ 
expected, as his condition was not 
thought to be so serious. 

Judge Smith was almost 69 years of 
age and first came to California when 
about 20. He was a member of the 95th 
Illinois Volunteers in the Civil war 
and later graduated from the law de¬ 
partment of the University of Michigan. 

In presiding over the criminal divi¬ 
sion of the superior court for 18 years, 
Judge Smith heard more than 4,000 
cases, nearly all of them on criminal 
charges. His wisdom in dealing with 
each case on its merits has been pro¬ 
verbial. Lenient with first offenders or 
where there seemed to be a chance to 
bring about a reform, he was unsparing 
in his handling of crimes of the grosser 
sort, especially crimes against women, 
and robbery with violence. 

The funeral was held Tuesday at the 
First M. E. Church. All departments 
of the Superior court were closed that 
day.
